Pakistan president 
resigns after defeat

Agha Mohammad Yahya Khan 
resigned as president of Pakistan 
today following his nation's defeat 
at the hands ot India. He turned over 
power to Zulfiqar All Bhutto, a 
powerful lettwmg politician who 
became Pakistan's first civilian 
ruler in 13 years. 
Bhutto, who said he would address 
the nation today, told a cheering 
crowd on hand to greet him when his 
plane landed at Rawalpindi airport 
today that “ my first priority is to 
raise the morale ot the people and to 
save the country." 
Yahva 
bowed 
to 
mounting 
pressure from both civilian and 
military circles angered at the loss 
of East Pakistan, which became the 
independent nation ot Bangla Desh 
after the 14-dav war with India that 
ended Friday. Yahya had ruled 
Pakistan since March 25. 1969. when

Police under pressure in dark

Lompoc Valley was plunged into total darkness last 
night and law enforcement units were plunged into 
action. 
With emergency generators thrashing away, the 
Lompoc Police Department was the center of activity 
shortly after 8 p.m. Not a single telephone was silent 
as hundreds ot calls were received by police personnel 
and members ot the police Explorer Post on duty 


Police Chief Jim Smith was on the scene shortly 
after 
darkness 
struck. 
Off-duty 
officers 
began 
arriving tor assignments. Sheriff deputies and CB 
volunteer radio operators correlated their activities 
Sgt. Frank Martinez, watch commander, was cool 
under the terrific pressure of the countless numbers 
ot phone calls. 


It was some time before it was verified that the 
power outage was caused by a small plane striking 
main electrical intake to the Valley. Meanwhile, all 
law 
enforcement 
units 
were 
concerned 
with 


burglaries and traffic control 
We went out on patrol with Chief Smith. Up and 
down the alleys we cruised, directing a powerful light 
on businesses and backs ot homes Everything was 
relatively secure. One man was stopped, carrying a 
large butcher knite as he walked down an alley. He 
was 
asked 
tor 
his 
identification. 
He 
was 
a 
businessman checking his place of business and said 
he had been stopped twice before by police units. He 
was told to call the police department it he found 
anything irregular. 


Another business in a small shopping center was 
checked out when a lone car was found parked in front 
ot the store The manager came out of the darkness 
toward the bright light and thanked the chief for his 
concern. 
Returning to the station, a cursory look at the “ log 
showed countless calls concerning small incidents 
related to the blackout, one burglary attempt and 
several prowler calls All were handled with dispatch 
It was a busv three hours but when the lights went 
on again, all was secure

President Nixon’s wage and price 
freeze prevented the new rate trom 
going into effect in September.

New jobs expected after U.S. dollar devaluation

the second resulting in the worst 
electric power blackout in northern 
Cal Santa Barbara County history 
Electric 
power 
was 
cut 
off 
abruptly 
at 
8:05 
p.m. 
Sunday 
blacking out more than 20.000 homes 
and business establishments in an 
area that included most of the north 
county expect for Santa Maria 
Power was completely restored by 8 
a m today 
The drama began to unfold at 6.25 
p m. when William Shinn, a teacher 
at Allan Hancock College radioed 
Lompoc Airport that the Cessna 150 
he was piloting trom Santa Cruze 
was running out ot gas. Moments 
later Shinn picked out an open space 
on Highway 135. a few miles south of 
Orcutt and touched down Shinn and 
a passenger in the plane escaped 
injury 
The 
passenger 
was not 
identified Shinn said the propeller 
ot 
the light plane had stopped 
turning by the time the wheels ot the 
aircraft 
glided to 
the freeway 
pavement near Pacific Gas and 
Electric's Divide substation north ol 
the Santa Maria River 
Shinn 
said 
the plane 
was 
apparently undamaged 
Some details of the events that 
followed 
are 
obscure 
What

certain is that W illiam Meneley. a 
pilot and a resident ot 1453 Calle 
Segunda.

p.m. Moments later the

volts ot electricity — and the power 
blackout followed immediately. 
Meneley told the Record the force 
ot the impact into the power lines 
flipped the plane over in the air and 
he flew upside down for some 
distance betore he could right the 
aircraft 
He said he headed tor Lompoc 
Airport at first but altered his 
course and landed in Santa Maria, 
when he learned that there was no 
electric power in the Lompoc area 
Initial inspection ot the plane on 
the ground last night revealed a dent 
on the nose ot the craft and damage 
to one wing 
Early today Shinn told the Record 
he learned to fly in the service and 
resumed the hobby about a year ago. 
“ When I knew I was running out ot 
gas and would have to land on the 
freeway," he said, i remembered 
someone telling me there is a 90 per 
cent fatality rate tor emergency 
landings on surfaces other than 
those ot a regular landing field 
The blackout hit all ot Lompoc. 
Mission Hills and Vandenberg Air 
Force Base. Orcutt. Buellton and

Virginia is gone but the answer to her letter lives on

She was I rail and 
often in poor health in later years, but nearh three- 
quarters ot a century betore she had written a letter that 
inspired one ol the Christmas Seasons most enduring 
tributes. 
So when Mrs. Laura Virginia O Hanlon Douglas died Iasi 
May 18 at the age ot 81 the last living link with that letter lo 
the New York Sun was gone. But the tribute lives on. 
And her memory will linger also because it was she who 
wrote the Sun 74 years ago saying her triends had told her 
there was no Santa Claus and received the lamed reply. 
"Yes, Virginia, there is a Santa Claus 
Mrs Douglas always insisted that it was Francis P 
Church, the editorial writer who penned the reply to her 
letter, who most deserved rememberance. Church, an 
assistant editor tor the former New York Sun. died in ID IB 
Church wrote nearly three-quarters ot a century ago in 
his editorial 


"Is There A Santa Claus .' 
We take pleasure in answering at once and thus 
prominently the communication below, expressing at the 
same time our great gratification that its taithtui author is 
numbered among the friends ot the Sun: 
"Dear editor. 
"I am 8 years old 
Some ot tm little friends say there is no Santa Claus. 
Papa says It you see it in the sun it’s so " 
Please tell me the truth, is there a Santa Claus?” 
\ irinia 0 Hanlon 115 West 95th Street 
"Virginia, your little friends are wrong They have been 
affected by the skepticism ot a skeptcial age They do not 
believe except what they see They think that nothing can 
be which is not comprehensible by their little minds All 
minds. Virginia, whether they be men s or children's, are 
little In this great universe of ours man is a mere insect, an 
ant. in his intellect, as compared with the boundless world

Sampson, vice 
president for operations for the Comsat 
Corp.. which owns the new satellite along 
with 80 partner nations in the consortium 
called Intelsat 
Controllers 
carefully 
monitored 
the 
satellite s 
radioed engineering 
reports 
betore sending a command to tire a small 
rocket motor aboard the spacecraft to kick 
it into a stationary orbit above Ecuador 
The tinal major orbital maneuver was 
scheduled lor 12:25 p m EST 
In such a stationary orbit, a spacecraft s 
orbital speed matches Earth's rotation and 
the satellite remains over one point on 
earth,

The Intelsat 4 can be nudged around 
earth's equator by gas jets controlled Irom 
earth. 


The new radio station will be moved to 
an orbital parking spot above the mid- 
Atlantic in late January when another 
Intelsat 4 is launched into an orbit above 
the Pacific. 
The first ot the Intelsat 4 series was 
launched last January and it is now in the 
Atlantic service along with a smaller 
Intelsat 3 The new satellite will replace 
the Intelsat 3 and handle the bulk of the 
communications between major population 
centers in the United States. Great Britain. 
France and Canada 


The new Intelsat 4 also will .be used by

It was the fourth in a series of consultative meetings 
Nixon has scheduled throughout Yuletide with m aior allies 
before he travels to Peking and Moscow next year Still to 
come are talks with W est G erm an Chancellor Willy Brandt 
in Key Biscayne. Fla . Dec 28-29 and with Ja p a n e se P rim e 
Minister Eisaku Sato in San Clemente, Calif., Jan 6-< 


Heath and Nixon arranged a minimum ot six hours ot 
private talks on critical issues, including the international 
m onetary situation. B ritain's Common M arket entry, the 
Indo-Pakistani turmoil, the Middle E ast and plans for a 
European security conference. 
But Nixon's consultations with Heath were not likely to 


have the d ram atic impact ot his recent sum m it with 
French President Georges Pompidou in the Azores last 
week, when the United States agreed to devalue the dollar 
and seek a realignm ent ot other currencies.

Off-screen plots surround filming of 'the Godfather' 


Al Martino 
Autobiographical role?

HOLLYWOOD - (NEA) - 
“ The Godfather” was a huge 
best seller as a book and 
probably will be a block 
buster of a movie when it is 
released next spring. It’s a 
story of the inner workings 
of the Mafia, but the off­ 
screen shenanigans of the 
Mafia and some others with 
muscle interested in the film 
make another unbelievable 
story. 
M o s t of the controversy 
stormed around the figure of 
Johnny 
Fontaine, 
one 
of 
author Mario Puzo’s most in­ 
teresting creations, a pop 
singer, 
hugely 
successful, 
who was virtually a Mafia 
puppet. 
When the book was pub­ 
lished and, later, when it 
was sold to Paramount for a 
movie, there were repercus­ 
sions about Johnny Fontaine. 
Frank Sinatra thought Puzo 
was writing about him, anfl 
he didn’t like it. Simultane­ 
ously, other Italian singers 
went after the part vigorous­ 
ly- 
.Al Martino ultimately was 
cast, and he went through 
months of threats and worry 
and lost $100,000 in canceled 
engagements and had to bor­ 
row another $100,000 before 
he finally signed the con­ 
tract. 
What is particularly intri­ 
guing about this whole web 
is that there are those who 
believe the film’s producers 
didn’t have the last word on 
who would play Johnny—the 
Mafia did. 
It was singer Phyllis Mc­ 
Guire who told Martino that 
he ought to read the book. 


that It contained a character 
he should play. When Mar­ 
tino read it, he must have 
had a feeling of familiarity. 
He had been the Mafia 
route himself. 


Insiders have long known 
his story. In 1952, Martino’s 
contract was sold to an or­ 
ganization in New York. This 
was done, the story goes, 
without Martino’s knowledge 
and apparently the singer 
didn’t like the set-up. 
He 
told his new managers to 
get lost. 


They caught up to him at 
a club in New Jersey and 
beat him senseless. To so­ 
lidify their hold over him, 
they forced him to sign an 
lOU for $100,000. 


“ I signed,” Martino was 
quoted as saying, “ because 
it was better than dying.” 


When he got out of the 
hospital, he went to Europe 
and wasn’t seen again in the 
United States for s e v e n 
years. He finally returned 
after Albert Anastasia, the 
Mafia family leader in New 
York, was dead. Nobody who 
knew the story thought this 
was a coincidence. 


He could work again, but 
there was still that $100,000 
note outstanding. People who 
know the facts say that Mar­ 
tino went to Philadelphia 
and there contacted one of the 
leading Mafiosi, a man who 
is currently out of circula­ 
tion. Somehow the note was 
forgotten. Martino n e v e r 
paid a cent. 
He b e g a n a comeback, 
singing in the organization’s 
own spots in New York and 


New Jersey, for whatever 
they chose to pay him. Then 
he hit it lucky with a couple 
of records—“ I Can’t Get You 
Out of My Heart” and “ Dar­ 
ling, I Love You” and, in 
’63, he had a big hit with “ 1 
Love You Because.” He was 
back on top again. 


It seems clear that when 
he read “ The Godfather,” he 
didn’t think—as most people 
did — that Johnny Fontaine 
was Sinatra. He must have 
thought only of himself and 
his own history. 
It explains why he went

Several top singers, includ­ 
ing Al Martino, read “ The 
Godfather,” and went hus­ 
tling after the part of Johnny 
Fontaine, the Mafia-run pop 
singer. 
One of the few who didn’t 
want the part was Frank 
Sinatra. He had exploded 
when he read Mario Puzo’s 
novel: he felt the author had 
modeled his character too 
closely on Sinatra himself. 
But Martino and Vic Da- 
mone went after the part. 
Martino finally managed to 
set up a meking with Al 
Ruddy, who was to produce 
the film for Paramount. The 
singer broke a Las Vegas 
date to keep the appoint­ 
ment. It was the first of 
many financial sacrifices he 
would make. 
One night in September 
1970, there was a birthday 
party at Chasen’s for an im­ 
portant figure in the Holly­ 
wood music world. Martino 
wasn’t there—he was sing­ 
ing in Canada—but his wife 
attended, 
with 
Puzo 
and 
Ruddy. 
Sometime during the eve­ 
ning, according to witnesses, 
a shadowy figure known as 
Hogie strolled over to their 
table and asked Puzo to fol­ 
low him. They went over to 
Sinatra’s table. Frank was 
burning. 
“ Suddenly there were fire­ 
crackers going off,” Ruddy 
says. 
The firecrackers took the 
form of a Sinatra explosion. 
“ I ought to break your 
legs,” Sinatra shouted at 
Puzo, loud enough so heads 
turned. “ Did the F B I help 


you with your book?” 
Some witnesses say Puzo 
tried to grab Sinatra. Others 
say he turned and walked 
away. Ruddv says the author 
was crushed because he had 
idolized Sinatra and didn’t 
feel that his book was in any 
way a put-down of Sinatra. 


But ultimately his reaction 
was worry, because he is 
known to have asked friends 
if they thought “ those guys 
carried guns.” Someone ap­ 
parently assured him that 
he reaily had no cause to 
fear bodily harm 


But there was a curious, 
perhaps coincidental after- 
math to the incident. .Al­ 
though Ruddy now insists 
the Johnny Fontaine part is 
still important, barely two 
days after that party 
at 
Chasen’s. the role was mini­ 
mized Some insiders theor­ 
ized that the studio was try­ 
ing to take the heat off Puzo 
to appease Sinatra. 
Even though the part was 
now smaller, Martino still 
wanted it, and Ruddy an­ 
nounced that he had it. Over 
the many months prior to 
the announcement, Martino 
had spent more than $100,000 
in 
canceled 
engagements 
and sacrificed another $100,- 
000. 
Martino knows his way 
around. And he must have 
realized that he needed more 
than Ruddy’s announcement 
before he could play Johnny 
Fontaine. Somewhere along 
the line, Martino must have 
gone to the Mafia and got­ 
ten 
official permission to 
play the part. 


That became clear later. 


Ruddy picked Francis Ford 
Coppola to direct “ The God­ 
father.” Coppola, unaware of 
the 
Ruddy-Martino 
agree­ 
ment. picked Vic Damone to 
be his Johnny F o n t a i n e . 
What neither Coppola nor 
Damone knew was that the 
Mafia had given their OK to 
someone else. 
Damone 
then 
issued 
a 
statement that he was turn­ 
ing the part down because it 
wasn’t in the best interests 
of the Italian people. This 
struck most people who 
knew as a cop-out. The sus­ 
picion was that Damone had 
gotten the word from the 
Mafia to bow out because 
they 
had 
officially 
sanc­ 
tioned Martino previously. 


But there was still Sinatra 
to be reckoned with. He car­ 
ries a lot of weight, partic­ 
ularly in Las Vegas. The 
rumors went out that Mar­ 
tino would never play Vegas 
again, or at least not those 
Vegas spots where Sinatra 
had clout. 
However, Martino had the 
.Mafia seal of approval, and 
the Mafia is as strong in 
Vegas as S i n a t r a , if not 
stronger. Martino must have 
known about the rumors that 
he couldn’t play Vegas, but 
he seemed s e c u r e in the 
knowledge that he would— 
and he has. 
There are persistent ru­ 
mors that Sinatra called Cop- 


pola, personally, to ask him 
to drop the Fontaine role 
from the film, or curtail it. 
Ruddy says he, himself, was 
never 
approached by the 
singer or anyone represent­ 
ing him, for that purpose. 
He also says he has never 
been 
approached 
by 
the 
Mafia—“ directly or oblique­ 
ly” —on the film. 
.As of now, with the film­ 
ing complete, the Johnny 
F'ontaine role is in the film, 
with the Mafia-approved Al 
Martino playing the char­ 
acter. Ruddy says the singer 
is 
“ spectacular 
and bril­ 
liant” in the part and the 
role is “ very important.”

do not fit the color require­ 
ments. 
Also, Jerry does not fit the 
age requirement. Mary Fee- 
lev of the New York City 
child we’fare bureau says 
that “ three years old is too 
old. Adoptive parents want 
infants. They want them as 
young as possible so it will 
be as much like raising their 
own baby as possible.” This 
leaves jerry, born shortly 
after Christmas, 
1969. un­ 
wanted again, for the second 
time, by the mothers-fathers 
of his new world. 
But beyond all this. Jerry 
has even greater barriers to 
normality and happiness. He 
is, again in the words of his 
records, “ a moderately stig- 
m a t i z e d , 
microcephalie, 
spastic paraplegic" who has 
been slow to develop. 
In 
short, he’s so severely handi­ 
capped that some officials 
who know him have wept in 
his presence. 
The boy was born with 
extra fingers on each hand 
and though they have since 
been removed by surgery, 
he still has multiple physical 
problems. His head is slight­ 
ly small. He has some mon- 
goloid tendencies. He has a 
mild heart pulse deviation. 
One of his eyes is malfunc­ 
tioning. 
His 
legs are too 
flacid to support his body. 
And doctors who have ex­ 
amined him, finding he can­ 
not yet talk, or comprehend 
simple situations, believe the 
boy is probably mentally re­ 
tarded. 
He is, therefore, in this big 
city, a mostly helpless, hope­ 
less thing. Albeit not entire­ 
ly. He may have a weak 
heart, officials sav. but he 
has heart. He pulls himself 
off his back by the use of 
braces on his legs. He tries 
to imitate the walking steps 
of people around him. He 
grunts and hums in every 
effort 
toward 
communica­ 
tion. And he laughs and grins 
and snickers at whatever he 
finds funny.

He 
requires more attention and 
treatment and travel to the 
hospital than they are able 
to provide. Thus, soon, they 
will have to give him back 
to New York City. 
And then? And then the 
fate of the lad will be either- 
or.

Jerry will have to be placed 
in one of this town’s chilly 
institutions for retarded chil­ 
dren. 
Nobody wants the second 
alternative. Most mental in­ 


stitutions for kids are well- 
known 
places

stagnation. Mary Feeley of 
the child welfare bureau says 
blunty that: “ If he winds up 
in one of them, he’ll just 
turn into a vegetable.” 
And so it is that Jerry 
faces Christmas. 1971, and 
God knows how many Christ­ 
mases a f t e r , in circum ­ 
stances so desperate they 
ache with cruel injustice. 
He is not the only one, of 
course. Of the estimated 60.- 
000 U.S. children now legally 
available for adoption, most 
are either the wrong -color, 
the wrong age, or in the 
wrong physical condition for 
easy placement in perma- 
' nent homes. 
Yet Jerry is among the 
most pathetic'of all these 
children. He is at the end of 
a long line of waiting kids. 
He is an example of the ex­ 
treme. The raw fact this 
Christmas 
is that nobody 
wants him. Nobody. And the 
wretched reality is that in 
the Christmases to come he 
will grow old enough to real­

A m e r i c a has always har­ 
bored a curious ambivalence 
in its attitude toward alco­ 
hol, P u r i t a n-Prohibitionist 
ideas about demon rum and 
the image of alcohol as a so­ 
cial elixir colliding with the 
brittle clink of ice cubes in 
a glass of Scotch. 
Alcoholics are ostracized, 
ignored, left to deteriorate 
and die. But good hosts know 
they must keep their guests’ 
cocktail glasses full, college 
men chug-a-lug to p r o v e 
their virility and maturity 
and people who abhor the 
taste of liquor drink it any­ 
way to avoid appearing un­ 
sociable. 
In a country that still re­ 
members the tavern-smash­ 
ing “hatchetations” of Carry 
Nation in the 1890s and the 
revealingly bizarre episode 
of Prohibition in the 1920s 
and early ’30s and, where 
radio-TV advertising of liq­ 
uor is still forbidden, we 
have 
nevertheless 
institu­ 
tionalized “stopping off for a 
drink,” presumably to grab 
all the gusto we can. 
This 
national schizophe- 
nia about drinking is one of 
the major obstacles facing 
antialcohol forces. 
Lewis F. Presnall, mana­ 
ger of the National Loss 
Service Corporation’s alco­ 
hol control division, has de-

scribed America’s attitude 
toward alcoholism this way: 
“(It is) 
a collection of 
misinformation, folklore, so 
cial stigma and emotional 
prejudices with which this 
subject has been shrouded 
for decades, indeed centu­ 
ries, in our society.” 
And Dr. Stanley Einstein 
of the Division of Drug Ad­ 
diction of the New Jersey 
College of M e d i c i n e con­ 
tends: “We still think the 
alcoholic 
is just a weak- 
willed bastard because we 
can handle b o o z e and he 
can’t.” 
There are about 500,000 
places, give or take a few' 
taverns, where we can buy 
alcoholic beverages in the 
United States, and Ameri­ 
cans are buying them at an 
increasing per capita rate, 
but nobody knows if this 
means there are more alco­ 
holics today or a g r e a t e r 
number of moderate drink­ 
ers. 
Prohibition has lost but 
what has won? 
What is clear is that al­ 
though the a b o l i t i o n i s t 
Women’s Christian Temper­ 
ance Union is still alive and 
crusading at 90 and the Pro­ 
hibitionist party has run a 
candidate in every presiden 
tial election since 1880, the 
alcohol extremists have long 
since seen better days. 
In their place the great 
American tradition of com­ 
promise has brought moder­ 
ate organizations that seek 
not to prohibit alcohol, but 
to eradicate alcoholism. 
Dr. Luther Cloud, presi­ 
dent of the 27-year-old Na 
tional Council on Alcohol­ 
ism, explains the distinction 
b e t w e e n drinking alcohol 
and being an alcoholic: 
“You can use alcohol so­ 
cially as a beverage without 
being in any trouble. The 
problem comes when you 
use it as a drug, when you 
say to yourself, ‘I can’t face 
my job in the morning or 
the old battleax at 
night 
without a drink.’ ” 
The NCA’s credo doesn’t 
even hint at any need for 
banning alcohol, specifying 
only that: 


* “Alcoholism is a dis­ 
ease and the alcoholic is a 
sick person; 
e “The alcoholic can be 
helped and is worth helping: 
e “Alcoholism is a public 
health problem and there­ 
fore a public responsibility.” 
Changing public attitudes 
t o w a r d alcoholism is the 
task facing NCA and similar 
organizations and is a mon­ 
umental one that will re­ 
quire some psycho-sociologi­ 
cal sleight-of-hand to accom­ 


plish because of the moral­ 
izing the issue inspires. 
“We don’t s t i g m a t i z e 
someone who has a disfig­ 
urement or c a n c e r these 
days,” Cloud says. “We don’t 
decide someone is a bad 
person because he had dia­ 
betes. We s h o u l d n ’t say 
someone is bad because he 
is an alcoholic.”

Eye protection 


Effective on and alter December 31, 
1971. all new eye-glasses and sunglasses 
sold in the United States must be made 
with lenses of heat-treated glass or other 
impact-resistant material. 
Exempted under the Eood and Drug 
Administration ruling are contact lenses, 
which already are normally made of 
impact-resistant 
plastic, 
and 
glasses 
prescribed in cases where an eye doctor 
finds that impact-resistant lenses will not 
meet 
the 
visual 
requirements of a 
particular patient. 
The new regulation is a praiseworthy 
step toward eliminating one avoidable 
safety hazard in our daily lives. An 
estimated 100 million Americans wear 
prescription glasses, with three-quarters

of them using lenses of untreated glass. 
There is a caveat, however, Bausch & 
Loinb. one of the original promoters of the 
idea and developer of an improved heat- 
treating process, warns that “ impact- 
resistant“ does not mean “ breakproof .“ 


The prescription glasses you buy after 
Dec. 31 will be stronger than they would 
have been before — technically, they must 
be able to withstand the impact ot a -V 
inch steel ball dropped from a height of 50 
inches — but they will not be the same as 
industrial safety glasses. 


Persons whose occupations or hobbies 
put their eyes in unusual hazard are still 
advised to wear safety glasses and-or 
protective goggles.

Beirut, Lebanon — For the few 
million dollars in federal aid to 
education that goes into supporting 
the American University of Beirut, 
the United States receives a highly 
disproportionate return 
It is a 
return in influence and appreciation

Arab 
world 
Americans who come here agree 
almost without exception that as a 
form of foreign aid this is infinitely 
preferable to the kind of scatter­ 
shot aid that is in such deep trouble 
in Congress. 
Founded 106 years ago, the AUB 
was part of the current of idealism 
that sent American missionaries, 
doctors and educators to the far 
corners of the earth 
With their 
dedication and their devotion they 
created the image of a nation 
selfless in the pursuit of good works. 
As evidence of the 
influence 
of 
the 
university, 
four 
members 
of 
the 
present 
cabinet, 
including the prime 
m inister. 
Saeb 
Salem , 
are 
graduates. At least 
six of the director 
generalships in the 
bureaucracy 
are 
also out of AUB 
And many other graduates are in 
public service posts throughout the 
Arab world. 
The founders were Presbyterian, 
Congregational and Dutch reform 
missionaries who came out m the 
mid-50s of the last century. They 
soon discovered that converting 
Moslems to Christianity was a well- 
nigh 
hopeless assignment 
since 
Christ is incorporated in the Moslem 
religion not as a deity but as a great 
prophet who preceded Mohammed 
So they turned to education and 
founded what was first known as 
Syrian Protestant College, with a 
ciassof 18 and a faculty of six.

students, 
schools 
of 
medicine, 
nursing, agriculture, and a hospital 
and a liberal arts college. These 
were men who believed in the 
beneficent power of knowledge, the 
leavening force ot education in the 
New England tradition of a century 
ago. 
The first president was Daniel 
Bliss and he was succeeded by his 
son, 
Howard, who was equally 
zealous and dedicated in promoting 
the university. A later president was 
Bayard Dodge of the Phelps Dodge 
interests. John Case of Standard Oil, 
tor many years president of the 
board of directors, gave a major 
push both in fund raising and in 
direction as the university grew. 
An important contribution is in 
the know-how so vital to Arab 
development The faculty is 70 per 
cent Lebanese. Saleim Macksoud. 
professor 
of 
irrigation 
in 
the 
agricultural 
school, 
travels 
throughout the Arab world giving 
technical assistance on irrigation 
projects. 
While it is the largest and most 
influential, AUB is only one of a 
half-dozen institutions in the middle 
east founded under the direction of 
American educators The American 
University 
and 
the 
American 
College in Cairo are in this same 
tradition. So is Roberts College, a 
secondary school in Istanbul that 
helped to generate a university 
taken 
over 
by 
the 
Turkish 
government. 
The present president of AUB is 
soft-spoken Dr Samuel Kirkwood, 
who came to Beirut in 1961 to be 
dean 
of 
the 
medical 
faculty. 


Chartered under the laws of New 
York 
State, 
the 
universitv 
is 
responsible to the regents of the 
state system. Of the total budget of 
$16,223,000 about 30 per cent comes 
from federal aid to education Even 
with private giving and foundation 
support the university could not 
have gone on without help. 
American educators in the Middle 
East have no illusions about the 
scope 
of 
their 
influence. 
Technically, and AUB with its 
laboratories and advanced research 
facilities 
has 
moved 
into 
the 
technological onb. the influence is 
great. Politically, even with the 
moderates as distinct from the wild 
extremists in al fatah and other far- 
out fedayeen groups? it is slight. 
There is a deep sense of injustice 
over the loss of Arab lands and the 
tact that the United States almost 
invariably throws its weight behind 
Israel. Men and women educated in 
American-supported colleges are 
keenly aware o! the degree to which 
the standing ot Israel is involved in 
American domestic politics. They 
look with a certain disillusion on the 
great nation that was once their 
ideal. 
It there is no war, and almost 
every discussion begins with that if. 
the 
belief 
in 
rapid 
Arab 
development is strong The greatly 
increased oil revenues from the 
boost in oil prices will go into 
productive investments and schools 
and hospitals after the example of 
Kuwait The potential is here and it 
has been brought into being in part 
by a century of American educators.
